CORRESPONDENCE FOR 
PRISONERS OF WAR IN 
GERMANY 


1. Letters (letters should be 
left open) post cards and postal 
parcels should be addressed us 
follows :— 

1. Rank, initials, name. 

2. Regiment or other unit. 

3. British (or  Canndian, 
French, Belgian or Rus- 
sian) prisioner of war. 

4. Place of internment. 

5. Germany. 

Place of internment should 
be stated always if possible, 
and parcels cannot be accepted 
unless place of internment is 
stated. All addresses must be 
in ink, 


2. Communications should be 
limited to private and family 
news and to necessary business 
communications, and should 
not be sent too frequently. 

No references to the Naval, 
Military or Political situation 
or to naval or military move- 
ments and organizations are 
allowed. Letters ar posteards 
containing such references will 
not be delivered. 

3. Friends of prisoners of 
war are advised to send post 
cards in preference to letters as 
posteards are less likely to be 
delayed. If letters are sent, 
they should not exceed in leng- 
th two sides of a sheet of note 
paper and should contain noth- 
ing but the sheet of note paper. 
On no account should the writ- 
ing be crossed. 

4, Letters cannot for the pre- 
sent be accepted 
tion.

5. Postage need not be paid 
dressed to prisoners of war, 


6. No letters should 
closed 


be en- 
in parcels, and 
| papers must not on any account 
be sent. So far as is known 
there is no restriction on the 
contents of parcels ; tobacco 
may be sent and will be admitt- 
ed duty free but food stuffs of 
not be sent. Parcels should 
not exceed 11 Ibs. in weight. 

7. Remittances can be made 
by money order to prisoners of 
war, Instructions as to how to 
proceed can be obtained from 
Postmasters of Accounting 
Post Offices, The transmission 
of coin, either in letters or par- 
cels, is, expressly prohibited. 
Postal notes and bank notes 
should not be sent. 

8. It must be understood that 
no guarantee of the delivery of 
either parcels or letters can be 
given and that the post office 
accepts “no responsibility. In 
any case, considerable delay 
may take place and failure to 
receive an acknowledgement 
should not necessarily be taken 
as an indication that letters and 
parcels sent have not been de- 
livered, 

9. So far as is known, prisen- 
evs of warin Germany are al- 
lowed to write letters or post- 
cards from time to time; but 
they may not always have 
facilities for doing so and the 
fact that no communication is 
received from them need not 
give rise to anxiety,

Labor And The 
Liquor Act 


The working man has a very 
real interest in the proposed 
Liquor Act. As a matter of 
fact, it would seem very largely 
framed up for him. Under its 
operation he would no longer 
be able to buy a glass of liquor 
in a livensed hotel. He would 
thus have to-go without or in- 
cur the expense of bringing his 
supplies in by the bottle from 
an adjoining province. This 
would be no hardship in the 
case of well-to-do people, but it 
would be distinctly unfair to 
penalize the working man us 
would be done. under the Liq- 
uor Act, 

That measure tells the work- 
ing classes they cannot be trust- 
ed to behave themselves, Be- 
cause some 18 people out of 
every 1000 in Alberta indulpe 
immoderately in aleohole liq- 
uors, the other 982 who behave 
themselves are to be treated in 
exactly the same manner as 
the backsliders. Why do the 
reformers not concentrate their 
efforts upon the regeneration 
of the immoderate drinker, in- 
stead of penalizing the whole 
community, and expecially the 
working man? Has the latter 
not a right to presurve his per- 
sonal liberty of action in this 
the twentieth century ? 

The reformers wax patheti- 
cally eloquent over what they 
are pleased to call “‘ the econo- 


mic waste of the liquor traftic,” 


his is a fallacy, the money 
spent for liquor circulates in 


the community in the same 
manner @s money spent in 
the purchase of other com- 


modities. Adam Smith, the 
father of the science of Political 
Economy, disposed of this argu- 
ment' long ago, and why it 
should be used today is only to 
be explained by the fact that 
it is a piece of plausible sophis- 
try which may appeal to some 
people. 

The “economic waste” argu- 


ment can be made to react upon | 


the reformers themselve. Do 


they practice what they preach ? | 


Is every one of their purchases 
examined in the light. of a 
necessity and thus pronounced 
economically defensible? For 


example, do they go back to} 
first principles in the matter of | 


what they “eat, drink and 
wherewithal they — shall 
clothed?” In respect of these 


things whatever is unnecessary 


be 


jto secure the preservation of 


life is economically indefensible, 
but the practice of such a doc- 
trine would bring about an iv- 
dustrial revolution, Luxuries 
are bought by people, as these 
can be afforded, and the fact of 
their being economically sound 
or otherwise, does not enter in- 
to the consideration of the pur- 
chaser, he pays his money for 
the articles that are more or- 
namental than useful, and that 
money goes into circulation for 
the benefit of the community. 
The same thing applies to 
money spent upon alcoholic 
liquors, but the Liquor Act 
would stop the province from 
obtaining the benefit accruing 
from spending of that money. 
Is there any reason to believe 
that all the money which is 
now spent upon aleoholie liqu- 
ors in Alberta would be devoted 
to the purchase of purely econ- 
omically sound commodities 
under the operation of the 
Liquor Act? This is extremely 
unlikely. As a matter’ of fact 
the Liquor Act itself makes it 
still permissible to spend money

Actual Effects of Film Show Coming 
Soon, Says English Expert 
on Photography

Is An Example 
to the World 


Boundary Ling 
Between United States and 
Great Britain 

If the United States ever has 
trouble with Great Britain 1: will not 
frow out of the fact that for four 
thousand miles or so the United 
States touches one of Great Britain's 
colonies, the Dominion of Canada, So 
thinks U. 8. Senator Wesley L. Jones. 
While ordinarily poundary lines are 
the surest source of war making, the 
United States—and likewise England 
—is protected in that instance by a 
buffer that is proving itg value, Sen- 
ator Jones thinks. The buffer is the 
International Joint Commission, creat- 
ed by the treaty of 1909, to settle all 
boundary questions then pending and 
“to make provision for the nadjust- 
ment and settlement of all such ques- 
tions as may hereafter arise.” 

This commission is composed of 
Obadiah Gardner, of Maine; Jame; 
M. Tawney, of Minnesota; and R. B. 
Glenn, of North Carolina, for the 
United States; Henry K. Pomell, K.C., 
New Brunswick; Charles A, Magrata, 
Ontario; and P. B. Mighault, K.C., 
Quebec, for Canada. 

Although ofganization was not ef- 
fected until January 10, 1912, owing 
to the delay in the naming of his ap- 
pointees by the King of England, the 
commission has already adjusted 
more difficulties, Senator Jones says, 
than were settled through the diplo- 
matic agencies of the two countries 
since the beginning of this govern- 
ment. It has still others to dispose

“Its work is a tribute to the genius 
and progressive international states- 
manship of the two great English- 
speaking peoples of the world,” said 
Senator Jones in discussing the topic. 
“It must be apparent to anyone that 
with a boundary between two coun- 
tries almqst 4,000 miles in extent, 
with millions of people iiving side by 
side under two separate an distinct 
governments, whose commercial, fin 
ancial and jndustzial relations are 
necessarily cnd intimately related, 
and who are the owners in common 
of a vast property which marks al- 
most one-half of that poundary, con- 
flict of interest will arise in the future 
as in the past. Betw2en no two coun- 
tries in the world is there a boundary 
of such tribunal extent. 

“Diplomacy does rot afford the peo- 
ple of two nations, whose rights and 
interests are involved in any inter- 
national controversy, the opportunity 
to appear face to face, to have their 
controversies determined upon sworn 
testimony and according to the prin- 

iples of law. The necessity there- 
fore for the existence of this com- 
mission or some similar tribunal will 
exist therefore as long as there ex- 
ists the necessity for courts either 
in the United States or Canada. This 
is 80 because of the exercise of their 
common right to the use .f the water 


which marks the bounda:. between 
them. 
“The treaty between the United 


State. and Great Britain creati-g this 
international court of justice make; 
the most advanced step yet taken by 
any two nations in the histury of the 
world—not only for the settlement of 
international questions, but for the 
settlement of quest'ons of less con- 
sequence between ‘the people of both 
nations. 

“There are many arbitrations be- 
tween the United States and other na- 
tions. Doubtless there sre many be- 
tween other nations of the world, but 
there are tone between ay other two 
that creates a tribunal composed of 
citizens of both nations for the séttle- 
ment of international questions be- 
tween their governments or their 
people. This! commission therefore, 
charged with the duty and not having 
the power practicai'y to work out the 
great problem of whether or not the 
theory of international peace through 
arbitration can or cannot be made 
success, should hav~ the hearty sup 
port of both governments.

Not Advice to the Farmer. But Intel- 
ligent Co-operation With Him 
Tke Manitoba Fre. Press, editorial- 
ly gives this fine uppreciation of the 
address on agricultural matters given 
vy Dr. Ruthertord in Winnipeg recent- 


¥s 

If more of the speeches we hear 
on mixed farming had the quality, 
or some of it, of the cogent address 
delivered by Dr. Rutherford to the 
Canadian club, we should ve in a heal- 
thier condition agriculturally than we 
are today. There was a power and > 
strength behind what the ¢ ctor said 
sadly lacking in the majority of mix- 
ed farming utterances. 

The secret of Dr. Rutherford’s 
convincing treatment of his subject 
wags his thorough understanding of 
it and his determination to be fair. 
His address was not one of those 
foolish beratings o. the farmers by 
dull, unsympathetic and personally 
interested parties. It was a gripping 
of the subject ag a whole, an intel 
ligent looking ‘at it from every stand- 
point and a just apportioning of the 
blame for our present onecrop 
fatuousness. 

Dr, Rutherford’s message, in brief, 
was that Wustern Canada was being 
driven by stern ‘economic pressure 
to a mixed farming basis for its 
prosperity. He predicted that the 
Union Stockyards east of the river 
would at'a not ery distant date 
reach the ‘vast proportions of the 
stockyards of Chicago... Yet this 
change, which . the development of 
the country was, in his opinion, im- 
periously dictating, was almost un 
apprehended by the businessmen of 
Winnipeg and other western cities, 
The great need of the present, said 
the doctor, was not the city man's 
advice to the farmer, but his intel- 
ligent cooperation with ~im,

GIGANTIC BRITISH PENSION 
PLAN 


The new British pension plan 
will cost the government nearly 
$1,726,000,000 before the last pen- 
sioner dies, according to actuaries 
employed by the non-partisan com- 
mittee which prepared the plan at 
the order of the house of commons. 

The maximum expenditure the 
first year, the committee reports, 
will be about $280,000,000, and the 
cost during the first year after the 
war will reach $65,000,000. These 
figures are based on an army of 
three million men, a two years’ 
war, and ten per cent. of deaths, 
with twelve per cent. of disable- 
ment. 

It even exceeds the entire reve- 
nue producing capacity of all Eur- 
ope, including belligerents and 


neutrals, by over three billion dol-

The mounting makes the naval gun. 
It has easily and quietly to cushion 
the shock of the recoiling piece of 
ordnance as this flings back after the 
explosion with a force almost as ter- 
rific as that with which, it has ex- 
pelled the shell.
